Summary of purpose and/or change: 

 
LB 985 would have changed existing dates found in state law on personal property valuation and 
taxes.  Current law provides for a three-month period for a late filing or adding personal property to 
the tax rolls,  before penalties of ten percent of taxes due on the value added are charged.  This was 
to be shortened to one month under the law.  A higher penalty of 25 percent of the tax due was to be 
charged for property added after June 1 under the proposed bill.  Currently, this higher penalty is 
invoked after August 1.
